Live After Death, the legendary 
recording of their four-night stand at 
Long Beach Arena, California in 1984, 
on DVD in February next year. Fully

Young rogues giving the indie scene a well overdue ass-kicking 




W ho are they and 
what do they 
sound like? 

Grasping upbeat 
guitars, tinkling 

pianos and soaring synthesizers, these 
North Yorkshire lads have been rocking 
their own breed of indie since 2003. 
Lead guitarist and frontman George 
Craig describes their tunes as “pop 
rock songs mashed with anthemic 
synths". According to the guitarist, 
it’s a "big stadium sound, with hefty 
guitars and big drums", which creates 
a massive bulk of a sound. “I like to 
call it pop heft," George says. 

What does he mean by “pop heft” 
then? Is that some kind of new 
genre in the making? 

Well, One Night Only’s single, You And 
Me, has been doing the rounds, and it 
shows that the band have something 
of a spacey, well-explored sound. 

“The style of the songs is classically 


structured," the guitarist explains. 
Recently, however, the band have been 
in the studio recording their debut 
album with Steve Lillywhite (producer 
of U2, Morrissey and The Pogues). 

“He let me go wild," George enthuses. 

"I did about 15 takes for each song 
- I completely freestyled throughout." 

It certainly seems like the rock beast 
has been released and we could be 
about to hear a few riffs laden with 
this meaty, hefty sound George keeps 
talking about. 

But couldn’t all that talk be 
mistaken for showing off? 

Not at all! George is a real guitar man: 
self-taught since the age of 12 and

not in it for the girls nor the fame. And 
to prove it he reveals the highlight of 
being in the band so far was having 
enough money for new kit: "I started 
off with a Fender Highway Strat and 
an Orange Rockerverb stack..."

Talking of keeping it in the 
family, did the sisters have joint 
guitar lessons? 

Actually, the music came naturally, 
so they schooled themselves! Not 
only can the DuPrees lay down a 
mean riff, they do it without really 
having to try. “We grew up in a 
family of six children and there 
was no money for guitar lessons," 
explains Chauntelle, “so we just 
picked up our instruments and 
learned them. The guitar and 
vocal harmonies we do are just 
instinctive. We can’t read music, 
but we know our technique is good 
enough and that’s what counts!" 

So, how do the girls feel about 
being part of such a male 
dominated scene? 

It’s really not an issue for the 
DuPree sisters. Listen to Invasion 
or Marvelous Things and it soon 
becomes obvious that these girls 
know how to handle an axe.

Image 

"We sent our demo out 
to quite a few labels 
and didn’t get one 
response," says Tom 
despondently. The first 
thing most A&R contacts do when 
they receive a package is look at the 
band photo, so if your image isn’t 
up to scratch then your demo goes 
straight in the bin. Left To Bleed look 
good but they need to make the jump 
from local boys to serious players. 
Take style ideas from the bands that 
have influenced you. A strong image is 
essential to success in metal. 

Do it! Improve your image, set 
yourself apart from the amateurs 
and look like pro players. 



Recording 

"Our current demo was 
very cheap," admits 
Tom, "and we recorded 
it in a day." Your demo 
could be the only 
chance you get to impress, so make 
sure you’ve done your pre-production 
before you set foot in the studio. Your 
band must be musically tight and 
happy with song structures. Take your 
guitars to a local music shop and 
get the Intonation set up properly. 
Record three tracks - and keep people 
interested by making your vocals 
come In by the 20-second mark. 

Do it! Take your time to record a 
professional three-track demo that 
will secure you more gigs.

in order to play powerfully in 
certain situations you have 
to have a very strong picking 
technique, and that’s how 
you get that sort of driving 
rhythmical power. Not only in 
rhythm playing but also when 
you’re soloing." 


You’re heavily involved in the production side 
of Dream Theater’s albums. Does this affect 
your guitar performances? 

John: "Yeah, most guitar players are perfectionists 
when they’re in the studio and a lot of producers 
don’t want to deal with that. But I never felt 
comfortable with settling for a take that wasn’t 
perfect. As a producer, I just have so much control 
over the situation. I can sit there as long as I need 
to in order to get it right. I don’t feel that outside 
pressure of somebody looking over my shoulder." 


Did you feel you’d won real recognition when 
you were invited on the G3 tour in 2001? 

John: “I did, but I felt scared because I never really 
broke out of the setting of Dream Theater. The 
thought of playing solo was overwhelming. I didn’t 
even have music to play and I had to write stuff to 
be able to do the tour. But it turned out that I sort 
of fit right in, and it’s been fantastic. I’ve done six 
now and it’s a real honour to be part of that circle." 


You’re renowned for playing on both six and 
seven-string guitars. Which do you prefer? 
John: "Definitely the six-string standard. The other 
guitars and tunings are really more of a songwriting 
tool for me. There are just certain things that 
sound better in certain keys. As far as what is most 
comfortable for me to play, it’s the six string." 


Is there anything in your guitar career you’d like 
to accomplish that you feel you haven’t? 

John: "I put out a solo album a couple of years ago 
and I’d like to continue in that direction. I’ve played 
with all these players as passing live performances, 
but it would be a great thing to get creative with 
these people and put something out. I have tons 
of people in mind - any of those guys I mentioned 
before! I’d love to do something with Steve Morse.” 


Finally, what would you like to say to the TG 
readers for voting for you? 

John: "The reason I think it means so much to me 
is that there were a lot of these readers' polls when 
I first started out playing guitar, and I was always 
trying to gain the popularity vote. Fast forward 
to today and Dream Theater have been around 
for over 20 years. I turned 40 this year! There are 
a lot of young guitar players out there, so to be 
recognised at this point in my career as being a 
presence and being respected among my peers - 
and especially the readers of Total Guitar - makes 
it that much more special. Thank you, guys!" ©

Congratulations! How does it feel to be voted 
TG’s Guitarist Of The Year? 

John Petrucci: "You know, I saw it on my interview 
schedule today and I thought, ‘Wait, that can’t 
be right!’ It’s really cool! There are just so many 
great guitar players in the world and so many 
great bands, so to be recognised like this is really 
meaningful to me on a lot of different levels." 


What inspired you to pick up the guitar? 

John: "I was always a really big Rush fan, so Alex 
Lifeson was a really big influence on me, especially 
his role in the trio and the really big chords and 
sounds he used. As I got better I started to move 
towards more challenging stuff and I discovered 
Steve Morse and Al Di Meola and Allan Holdsworth. 
And Steve Howe. Also Stevie Ray Vaughan and 
Steve Vai. They’re all named Steve!" 


Your Rock Discipline DVD is a staple for many 
of today’s young shredders such as Matt Heafy 
and Herman Li... 

John: "At the time [1995] I was gaining some 
recognition as a guitar player. Instructional video 
was a big thing so I took a lot of time to do that. 

My idea was that I wanted to compile a guide 
to everything. I kind of didn’t leave 
o anything out. The editing 
process was exhausting. 

I didn’t think then that 
it would be something 
that’s still relevant today." 


What is your favourite guitar technique? 

John: “One of the things that I learned early on 
that is still a big part of my style is having a strong 
sense of synchronisation between your two hands 
and having a powerful picking style. I realised that

So, 2007. It’s been one heck of a year for 
Machine Head. Discuss... 

Robb: "We’re on a rollercoaster right now and 
just riding high with it. We really were kind 
of purposefully naive about whether it [The 
Blackening] was going to be successful or not. We 
really set out to just make a great piece of art. We 
were completely oblivious to conventional song 
structures or what would be commercially viable 
- or what might be cool for MTV. We just wrote 
from the heart. It’s not like we said, ‘Hey, let’s write 
a 10-minute opening song!’ We just let the music 
go where it went, and I know that sounds very 
vague and clich6d, but that’s really what we were 
doing with this album." 


Are you surprised at the reaction 
that the album’s got? 

Robb: “It’s incredible to us that an 
album as unconventional as this has 
been recognised. I mean, this record is 
pretty much the opposite of everything 
that should be successful! It’s by far 
most extreme record we’ve ever done 
in terms of brutality, in terms of the 
aggression and the extremely visceral 
lyrics. It’s extremely pointed, extremely 
anti-war... we’ve rattled a lot of cages! 
But the fact that so many people have 
latched on to this album is amazing to 
us. It’s fucking sick!" 

Was it a collective effort between 
you and the rest of the band? 

Robb: “Definitely. I’m still the primary 
songwriter, but Dave [McClain] our 
drummer writes a lot of riffs, too. I don’t 
think he actually gets enough credit for 
the guitar riffs he writes. He wrote the 
main guitar riff to Halo. Phil [Demmel, 
guitar] and I worked hard on 
it, though. We all did. We all 
stayed late after practice and 
came in early to rehearsal to 
work on details and fine-tune 
stuff. Phil and I really tried hard 
to work as a guitar team. To me, 
Phil is still the main lead player. 
He and I are both accomplished

Formed from the ashes of 
Vio-Lence, Machine Head’s 
debut Is still widely considered 
to be one of metal’s seminal 
albums. It bridged the gap 
between old-school Bay Area 
thrash like Testament and the 
modern-day Pantera school of 
groove metal, as shown in the 
crushing breakdown of Davidian.

ew would have 
predicted it. A Bay Area 
‘thrash’ act plundering the 
awards boards at TG Towers to 
win both Best Album and Band 
Of The Year? You’d be forgiven for 
thinking this was some nostalgia trip 
back to the early 80s... But it ain’t. This is the 
reaction to one of the most astonishing guitar 
albums of recent years and Machine Head’s 
return to the fray as serious contenders for 
the title Masters Of Metal. 

2007 was the year that Robb Flynn and his 
mighty crew of hardcore henchmen released 
their genre-slaying Magnum Opus of guitar 
glory - The Blackening. Even before its release, 
Machine Head’s sixth album was being touted 
as the ‘Master Of Puppets of this generation’, 
their finest moment since Bum My Eyes and their 
ultimate guitar legacy. 

We caught up with main man Robb Flynn after 
the band’s show in Adelaide, Australia to inform 
them of their victory and get their reaction... 


You must be knackered, Robb! But we just have 
to tell you that you’ve won Best Album in TG’s 
Reader Awards. 

Robb Flynn: “Holy crap! That’s awesome man!” 
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What do you think was the recipe for success 
when you were writing The Blackening ? 

Robb: “We have all got very short attention spans, 
so when a riff would go on for 10 minutes we 
would say, ‘Cut it in half or try something else like 
changing the beat around and mixing it up. I’d like 
to think that the best music is written from that 
place. When you try and write hits, you’re never 
going to write a hit. You’ve just gotta fucking go 
with what’s right.” 


THE MORE THINGS CHANGE 
(1997) 

The last album with original lead 
guitarist Logan Mader lived up to 
its title, augmenting the brutality 
of the Head’s hardcore attack 
with prog rock pretensions 
and gothic flourishes. Their 
boundary-busting approach 
marked them as real contenders 
in the late 90s metal scene. 


Ten Ton Hammer 
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THE BURNING RED (1999) 

The wilderness years began for 
Machine Head with yet more 
experimentation, this time into 
the realms of hard rock on 
The Burning Red. Flynn lost his 
trademark growl and even began

You’ve also won Best Band. 
What makes Machine Head such 
a great band? 

Robb: “I don’t know, man! There 
is just this chemistry between us. 

I don’t know why it’s there. But 
we’re like anybody: we fight, we 
argue, we bicker. There are days 
where we don’t talk to each other. 
We’re four brothers, man, and 
we’re there for each other when 
we need it. You just try and communicate, 
and we pride ourselves on being a ferocious live 
band. We’ve worked hard on fucking making our 
shows awesome. We go out there and we want to 
fucking destroy everybody and I think that part of 
that’s just a chemistry we have, too.” 


You did it once with Burn My Eyes in 1994. 
You’ve now done it again 13 years later with 
The Blackening. Will there be another defining 
Machine Head album in 2020? 

Robb: “God, is that how long it is? I’m not really 
focusing on what we’re going to be doing in the 
future. This record’s still only been out six months 
- I feel like we’ve got a lot to accomplish. I still 
feel very unfulfilled, and I think that there’s a lot 
to be done to bring metal to the forefront, to turn 


people on to some real shit and get them away 
from fucking bullshit, lame-ass radio rock and a 
load of fucking emo horseshit! It’s happening - our 
audiences are getting younger and younger. Maybe 
they started out with Good Charlotte when they 
were 12, but now they’re like, ‘I need something way 
fucking heavier!’ It’s cool to see that. I was always 
into the more heavy shit, but you need some kind 
of gateway and if those bands are opening up the 
gateway for us we’ll be fucking waiting for them!” 

What would you like to say to TG readers for 
voting for you? 

Robb: “Wow, it’s a huge honour for the four of us. 
It’s incredible, man. We’re extremely grateful and 
extremely humbled by the readers of Total Guitar 
because there are a lot of bigger, more mainstream 
bands who have had significantly more success 
than us. So for the readers to say that this album is 
more valid and more important than that... it’s mind 
blowing. So thank you, guys. Fucking awesome! ©

it like that. At first I could read chords but not the 
music. Initially, it was more a question of ‘play 
what you want’ and if you could come up with a 
riff, that would be fantastic. But then they started 
giving out musical charts and it was essential to be 
able to read them. Over the months that followed 
I became quite a reasonable reader, and if you can 
read music then you can write it, so I ended up 
doing arrangements. You’ve got to remember that 
in those days a session musician was brought in to 
do everything across the board." 

Led Zeppelin are most widely known for their 
rock influence, but you’ve also experimented 
with Eastern harmonies in the past. What 
Influenced that direction? 

Jimmy: "Well, the big influence for me was [sitar 
virtuoso] Ravi Shankar. I heard Ravi way before I 
had a sitar, but it led to a quest to get one after I 
heard him on record. I eventually got to see him live 
and there were no young people at the show. It was 
mainly the upper echelons of Indian society. This 
was all pre-Beatles, but there was a whole wave 
that washed a number of people. It just wetted the 
ankles of some people, but others, like myself, got 
swept away by it." 


immy, how does it make you feel 
to be the first recipient of Total 
Guitar's prestigious Legend Award? 

Jimmy Page: "It’s an honour to get these 
awards. I guess it’s a reflection of what you 
presumably represent in the whole spectrum 
of the music that you have made. So, yeah it’s 
cool to receive this award!" 


You’ve had an illustrious career that’s seen 
many highs, but what inspired you to pick up 
the guitar in the first place? 

Jimmy: "First of all, I was being seduced by the 
music I heard because at that point in time it was 
so dynamic. I also made every effort to follow 
what was going on at the time. I had a guitar in the 
house but I had no idea what to actually do on it 
until somebody showed me some chords." 


You began your career as a guitarist as a 
session player. Do you think that prepared you 
for Led Zeppelin? 

Jimmy: "It was like an apprenticeship and I treated

You’re famous for using the Fender Telecaster, 
Gibson Les Paul and double neck. Do you have 
any favourite modern guitars? 

Jimmy: "No, to be honest I still prefer the old 
classics - the Telecasters, Strats and certainly the 
Les Pauls. And some Grestch models, too. I prefer 
the tonal qualities of the originals." 

Do you think there will be a new generation of 
guitar icons such as yourself, Jimi Hendrix and 
Jeff Beck? 

Jimmy: "If you mean like a sort of a virtuoso, then 
I'm sure there will be. In the 80s you had Eddie 
Van Halen, who came up with a dazzling technique 
that may have existed in the past, but the way he 
presented it in a rock format was unique. At the 
moment though, the focus [of music] is within the 
aspect of groups rather than individual players." 

After the Led Zeppelin reunion, what are your 
solo plans for the future? 

Jimmy: "At this point in time I’ve got material 
written that I hope will surface. And that’s a 
mixture of things that have been around for a 
while and other more current things. I’ve always 
done projects as they’ve come along the way." 

Finally, how many takes did you really need to 
record the solo for Stairway To Heaven ? 

Jimmy: "Not many! There was an amp in the 
studio that looked quite interesting and I thought, 

'I must try that out and see what it’s like’. So I 
plugged it in, played the solo and it sounded 
fantastic. I thought, 'That's it!' it was pretty instant 
- about two or three takes." ©

basically. You can have a really good crowd of 
1,000 people or a really bad one of 10 - numbers 
don’t really mean anything. The only thing that 
matters is whether the crowd is willing to be 
excited. That’s what makes a great live show.” 


What would you like to say to the TG 
readers who voted for you? 

I \ • i' i: “We must have done something 
right I guess, but we’re very humbled by 
this. Thanks very much.” 


How do you think you’ve improved as a 
guitarist in the past year? 

I«•!'! “I kind of forced myself to really play 
more. Live, we’ve started playing to a click track, 
which has improved our sound 110 per cent. A lot 
of bands frown on that, but it’s a great way for all 
of us to communicate on the same level.”

20 years ago, a destitute ex-guitar teacher changed the direction 
of rock without saying a word. TG reveals the impact that 
Joe Satriani's Surfing With The Alien had on eight shred legends 

who followed in its wake ... INTERVIEW HENRY YATES 



here’s a battered car speeding 
down Hollywood Boulevard, Los 
Angeles, sometime in 1987. It’s 
not important that the 20 year old 
behind the wheel is Paul Gilbert 
of Racer X, because the guitarist’s 
reaction as he reaches to tune the radio could 
just as easily be yours or mine, now or then. 

“I’d heard rumours about this guy Joe Satriani,” 
recalls Gilbert, two decades later. “And I was 
driving in my junky ’74 Oldsmobile Cutlass 
when Satch Boogie came on the radio. The guitar 
immediately grabbed me. It had the fire and 
authority of Van Halen, but after two seconds I 
knew it wasn’t Eddie. Who was this?” 

Hard as it is to believe now, Joe Satriani still 
needed an introduction back in 1987. Already

in his 30s, with one lukewarm album behind 
him (1986’s Not Of This Earth), this former 
guitar teacher had watched alumni including 
Kirk Hammett and Steve Vai use his imparted 
wisdom to set the metal scene alight, but was 
still so broke during the recording of Surfing 
With The Alien that he had “traded session work 
for studio time and borrowed gear from whoever 


I could”. Through this hardship, Satch had a 
vision that kept him focused on his goal. It was, 
he said later, to “set a new standard for the 
electric guitar”. 

In this, he never compromised. Satriani 
wasn’t a hellraiser. He didn’t do drugs or knock 
groupies up in the control room. The liner 
notes of Surfing With The Alien reveal the only 
narcotics used during its creation were black 
coffee and the occasional sly cigarette. He was, 
says Mark Tremonti of Alter Bridge, “like a 
martial artist of electric guitar: utterly disciplined 
and dedicated to mastering the instrument”. 

THAT WASN'T A wholly original sentiment 
in the late 80s. Ever since Van Halen patented 
the concept of playing at mind-bending velocity 
with 1978’s Eruption, the shred scene had, 
quite literally, been gathering speed. “Being a 
guitarist in the 80s was sometimes a frightening 
experience,” admits Gilbert, “because the limits 
of the instrument were constantly being pushed. 
So, when you heard Surfing With The Alien for 
the first time, half of your brain was thinking, 
This guitarist is greatV while the other half was 
thinking, ‘First Eddie, then Yngwie Malmsteen, 
now this - how am I going to keep up?”’ 

Over in Iowa, another young motorist was 
thinking the same. “I was driving around Des 
Moines when I first put that record on,” recalls 
Josh Rand of Stone Sour, “just like any other 17 
year old with his buddies. At that time, I was 
just starting to learn the bass and Alien was a^ 
big factor in me picking up a guitar instead. S

Satch reveals how three of the best tracks from Alien came to Earth... 


Satch Boogie 

Possibly the most influential 
track on the album, Satch Boogie 
came from adversity: “I wrote that 
in a neck brace, holed up in my 
Berkeley apartment, recovering 
from a minor car accident. I was 
trying to get my guitar to sound 
like a swing band horn section.” 


Midnight 

“I wanted to use two-handed 
tapping in this track, but at the 
same time, I also wanted to 
create a soundtrack-like texture 
that would evoke visions of a 
secret ceremony taking place at 
midnight, in the thick of a beautiful 
European forest.” 


Surfing With The Alien 

“I used a combination of Vox 
wah and Chandler Tube Driver 
straight into an old Marshall amp 
with an Eventide 949 Harmonizer 
providing the random pitch 
shifting. As luck would have it, the 
949 overheated just as we finished 
the outro of the song!"

1 think it raised the bar - again. There was Van 
Halen, who set that hard-rock bar in the late 70s. 
which was put up there by Hendrix and Page. I 
think Yngwie was next. Then it was Satriani.” 

“We were all Van Halen nuts at 16,” remembers 
John 5 of the shifting hierarchy. “But one day one 
of my friends brought over a cassette of Surfir. g 
With The Alien , played me Satch Boogie, and it 


BB King - nobody else can quite nail it. It’s my 
favourite song, period. And I actually ended up 
using it at my wedding.” 

Even* track has a legend fighting its corner. 

“My favourite was Satch Boogie says Gilbert of 
the grooving masterpiece that threw him into the 
world of Satriani. “It swings like a big band, has 
unique, ripping guitar pans and navigates through 
a thoughtful arrangement with full rock power. 
Satch Boogie was one of the inspirations for me 
to look past all the Yngwie-ish harmonic minor 
scales and add some elements of blues back into 
my playing. The song Merciless by Mr Big was 
definitely influenced by that.” 


THAT'S ALL TRUE, and yet to describe 

Joe Satriani as a great songwriter seems like 
a disservice. For all its hummable hooks and 
smart arrangements, the hallowed reputation of 
Surfing With The Alien is equally due to the cold, 
hard, mind-blowing technical chops on display. 
Check out the two-handed tapping masterclass 
of Midnight , for example, the Nashville tunings 
of Echo, or the mental section at 1:09 in the title 
track - all daunting moments guaranteed to bring 
the debutant out in a cold sweat. 

“I was at junior high-school when the album 
first came out,” admits Tremonti, “and I just 
wasn’t advanced enough at that point to try 
playing it. I was a big Metallica fan at the time, 
and I’d heard that Joe Satriani had taught Kirk 
Hammett, so I wasn’t surprised that it was 
complicated. 1 remember learning Always With 
Me, Always With You , but it wasn’t 
until a few years later that I 
• bought the tablature book."

just blew my mind. I was already playing quite 
a bit and I had a horrible covers band in Detroit 
called Pepperland, so we started opening the 
shows with Surfing With The Alien . He just had 
such amazing songs.” 

Ah, yes - the songs. While it might seem 
contentious to apply that term to music with no 
words, the absence of a larynx on Surfing With 
The Alien was disguised by Satch’s unique ‘vocal’ 
approach to his guitar parts. “At that time,” says 
Marc Rizzo of Soulflv, “all the other shredders 
were Malmsteen-type players. But Joe Satriani 
wrote songs and melodies that stuck in your head 
and you’d end up humming them for weeks. I 
knew people who had never played the guitar and 
didn’t even own one, but they all loved Surfing 
With The Alien, and that’s because he made that 
guitar sing." 

UNLIKE THE MASTURBATORY 

instrumental albums that followed in its wake, 
many of which played like a two-hour warm-up 
exercise, every song on Surfing With The Alien 
had its own flavour, from the adrenalised title 
track that kick-starts the record, through the 
swaggering Ice 9 ? to the suspended chord voicings 
of Always With Me, Always With You. “That was 
the one that really grabbed me,” says Rand. “You 
know how with certain blues players, people 
say, I can really feel what he’s playing’? That’s 
how that song is for me. You can hit the right 
notes and it sounds kinda the same, but it’s like 



Satch’s songs don’t 
need words, his guitar 
does all the singing 
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his legato runs... they’re all the reasons we’re 
still talking about that album today. I le’s so good 
at what he does that he didn’t need to be a 
hellraiser. His guitar technique raises enough hell 
all on its own.” 

If that paints Surfing With The Alien as a record 
whose appeal was limited to bedroom virtuosi, 
then its monster sales and ascent to No 29 in the 
US Billboard chart of 1987 suggested otherwise. 

For six-string cognoscenti and civilians alike, 
Satriani’s masterpiece was enormous, irresistible, 
unavoidable. And even as the tide turned against 
shred in the early 90s, Alien continued to hold 
listeners spellbound. 

“I got Surfing With The Alien a few years 
after it came out, when I was about 15,” recalls 
Zeff Childress of Sanctity. “I was playing in an 
alternative covers band - Nirvana and stuff like 
that - but I just thought it was awesome, like, 
’Man, this guy is way better than anyone else I’ve 
been listening to! Way better than Kurt Cobain’. 


Satriani. The way he does his whammy stuff, his 
fast tapping with the pick... There are so many 
musical ideas I’ve learned from it. I can still learn 
something just by putting Alien on.” 

Corey Beaulieu’s sentiments exactly. "That 
whole record was so full of cool shit,” asserts the 
Trivium wizard, "that any song you picked had 
some riff that’d make you better. I was played that

record by my guitar teacher - before that I’d never 
heard virtuoso stuff - and the first song I tried 
was Crushing Huy. Whenever I heard Alien, it just 
made me want to practise, so I didn’t suck so bad 


I’d had some musical training, so I recognised that 
what Satriani was doing was seriously advanced. 
He could play a billion notes, but the songs were 
still songs.” 

ON THE OTHER side of the pond, meanwhile, 
Herman Li had just picked up the bargain of 
his life. “I remember I got it from WH Smiths 
for £9.99, which seemed pretty cheap,” the 
DragonForce axeman says. “I was totally shredded 
out. I remember back then that it was all about 
the grunge revolution, but even the people playing 
grunge were trying to play the tapping solo from 
Always With Me, Always With You. Everyone was 
trying to do it. 

“I learned the whole song,” Li continues. 

“Then I learned Surfing With The Alien , Satch 
B(X)gie and Echo. It’s definitely one of the albums 
I learned guitar from. I’d jam along to it while 


compared to him. 

“It's definitely been an influence on my own 
playing,” continues Beaulieu. “The solos I write 
in Trivium that have melodic themes are always 
inspired by Satriani. There's a part in Surfing 
With The Alien where, instead of tapping with 
his finger, he uses the edge of the pick, and taps 
notes that are one note apart, which gives it 
this haunting sound. When we were doing The 
Crusade [2006], I was dicking around with that 
and I remembered that Satriani was the only 
player I’d ever heard doing it.” 

20 years. Eight guitarists. Several billion notes. 
But it all boils down to two inescapable facts. 
First, that the musical landscape would look 
utterly different if Surfing With The Alien had 
never been released. And second, that despite 
the rapid turnover of the shred scene, where 
the virtuoso of today is the forgotten man of

tomorrow, these 10 tracks are still the set text for 
guitarists waiting in the wings. “I think Surfing

years ago. You’re never going to see Surfing With

Two decades on, Joe Satriani can 
stilt remember the desperation in | 
the air as he entered Room C of 
the Hyde Street Studios in San 
Francisco. “We were so broke 
when we recorded Surfing that 
there are no photos from the 
sessions,” explains the legend. 

“We wouldn’t spend money 
on pictures if we could rent a 
cool piece of gear instead! I 
was dividing my time between 
teaching guitar, playing sessions 
and working on the tracks, and 
we really thought it would be the I 
last album that anyone would let | 
us make.” 

No wonder Satriani threw 
himself into Alien like a man 
with nothing to lose. “The whole 
project was cathartic at every 
turn,” he noted in the Legacy 
Edition liner notes. “We went 
way over budget. We worked too 
hard and ate too little. Relying 
too much on studio coffee, 
every session ended with bleary 
eyes and stomach cramps. But 
I needed to elevate myself out 
of my own musical nightmare. 
Something was driving me to 
compose the strongest melodies 
of my life. In the end, I had to 
reinvent everything about my 
playing - and myself.”

armony guitar exploded into the rock scene in the 70s 
with bands like Wishbone Ash and Thin Lizzy leading 
the way. Their innovative new guitar attack went on to 
inspire metal masters like Iron Maiden and Metallica to 
add harmonies to their solos and riffs, and now, over 
three decades on, harmony guitars are back with a vengeance. 
Crank up the likes of Trivium, Mastodon and Avenged Sevenfold 


and you’ll hear how the young guns are adding their own twist to 
the basic harmony formula. And now it’s your turn... 

To create effective harmony solos you need to know a bit of 
theory. If two guitars play exactly the same notes as each other, 
this is known as ‘unison’ playing. If two guitars play notes at the 
same time as each other, but at different pitches, they’re playing in 
‘harmony’ - and this is what we’ll focus on here. 


Most harmony parts start life as a single 
guitar part. The harmony is then created 
by adding a second part on top (and 
sometimes below). Most of these parts are 
taken from a scale of one type or another 
- the most common types being the major 
scale and the natural minor scale - and 
are a certain ‘interval’ (distance between 


two notes) above the first part. The most 
common interval used for harmony guitar 
is the 3rd, which is found by counting up a 
scale three notes. A 3rd of A is C# (A B C#). 

Bar 1 of Example 1 over the page shows 
the A major scale harmonised in 3rds. 
Notice that the second guitar part starts 
three notes higher than the first. Bar 2 


shows the same thing, but this time using 
the A natural minor scale. The major and 
minor pentatonic scales are the same as 
the major and natural minor scales, but 
with two notes removed (five notes instead 
of seven). If you write a part with either of 
these scales, treat them as the full scale, 
otherwise your harmonies may sound odd. 
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EXAMPLE 1: A major and natural minor scale harmonised in thirds

DIFFERENT INTERVALS 


Although 3rds are the most common interval, 
you don’t have to use them all the time. You 
can use any interval you like, but the intervals 


you’ll hear most often are 3rds, 4ths and 
5ths. Example 2 shows a lead guitar part 
that’s ready for harmonies. Examples 3 to 5 


show harmonies using different intervals. Play 
the examples along with the backing track so 
you can hear how each interval sounds.

5ths have an epic sound. This harmony is often used at the same time as the 3rd (the player will overdub it in the studio). 
Track 9 shows these two parts together. 


BACKING-TRACK 9 


CHORD CLASHES 


Using the same interval throughout a solo 
will work much of the time, but there are 
times when some of the notes will sound 
wrong. This will be more noticeable when 
notes are held for more than a beat or two. 


The reason for these ‘bum’ notes is almost 
always because one of the notes clashes 
with the accompanying chords. Example 6 
shows a two-guitar part harmonised in 4ths. 
The last two notes of bar 2 are A and D. They 


don’t sit well against the A major chord. This 
is because the A chord has the notes A C# 
and E in it. Bar 2 shows the same melody, 
but the last two notes are A and C# - notice 
how this now sounds better with the track.

Bars 1 to 2 show you how using one set interval for a whole solo can cause problems, while bar 2 shows how adjusting a single note 
can mean you avoid any problems. 


BACKING-TRACK 11 
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ATTENTION TO DETAIL 


Selecting the right notes for your harmonies 
is all very well, but it’s also important to 
pay attention to how the parts are played. 
The little nuances of your playing (that you 
may not even have noticed!) need to be 


reproduced in the harmony part. Consider 
things like how long a bend lasts, what beat 
a slide into the first note starts on, and when 
you apply vibrato - all of these techniques 
need to be the same in both parts. This can 


be tricky for two guitarists to nail, but it’s 
definitely worth putting the time In; no-one 
wants to hear a sloppy harmony. Example 
7 shows a part that requires a fair bit of 
attention to detail to play exactly.

TOM DELONGE 


ngels & Airwaves are fucking 
good!” growls Tom DeLonge 
defiantly, almost challenging TG 
to disagree. “And we’re gonna 
get better, and we’re gonna 
m dominate. That’s my goal, that’s 
my ambition.” The Angels frontman is decidedly 
confrontational today, but we can’t blame 
him really. Almost every piece of press that’s 
surrounded Angels & Airwaves since they started 
out in 2005 has straddled the fence between 
mild bemusement and a sense of waiting to see 
if they’ll run the full course or fall short at the 
first hurdle. 

But with the recent release of their second 
album I-Empire, there’s a definite sense of 
anticipation from the Angels camp and fans 
alike. Both DeLonge and fellow guitarist David 
Kennedy (who played with DeLonge in Box Car 
Racer) shine on this album, but you’ll struggle to 
find out who influenced their playing... “People 
are always asking us stuff like, ‘Who’s your 
favourite guitar player?”’ says Kennedy, with a 
sense of bemusement. “And I’m like, ‘Fuck! I 
don’t know any of their names!”’ 

There’s no virtuosic inspiration behind these 
guys then; both musicians are keen to establish 
their punk credentials by claiming not to possess

much guitar technique. “I grew up wanting to 
play [legendary US punk act] Descendents songs. 
It was just three chords, and then trying to come 
up with something interesting based on those 
chord progressions. My world was Minor Threat 
and Bad Religion, and I first heard the Circle 
Jerks when I was 11,” enthuses Kennedy. 

Other artists played their part in honing 
j David’s musical passion - names you might not 
. expect alongside the usual class of 80s punk: 
j “My sister would drive me to school and play 
The Beat, Depeche Mode, The Cure and Howard 
Jones... although I’m not sure how cool that 
sounds nowadays! It’s all a part of me, though. 
But I could really identify with the aggression 
and the power of punk rock.” 

That’s a lot of guitar fury; did they ever get 
into metal? “I would never listen to hair-metal 
; growing up,” sniggers Kennedy. “The hair-metal 
guys would call us ‘punk-rock faggots’, but that 
was only because everybody had to have their 
own tribe.” 

DeLonge seems to agree: “At the time I really 
misunderstood Metallica, for example. I was 
like. This is another hair-metal thing’. I had no 
idea until they covered Misfits on the Garage 
Days Re-Revisited EP: I was like, ‘What are they 
doing punk covers for?’ I was completely naive. 
Metallica weren’t a metal band, they were a 
punk band! Their entire existence was aimed at 
completely demolishing every hair-metal band 
out there. 1 saw them talking about it in a TV 
documentary and I thought, ‘Whoa, these guys 
are tough! That’s rad!”’ 

Despite the DIY punk obsessions, both men 
are obviously keen to improve their playing style: 


“I always tend to bend strings and grab them too | 
hard,” says Kennedy, holding up his enormous 
hands by way of explanation. “My touch is 
pretty rough, so Tom helps me out with feel and 
precision... He’s the better player.” 

“Yeah, OK,” Tom reluctantly admits, “but 
I’ve never had a guitar lesson in my life. And 
it depends what we’re playing. If I play with a 
delay, it sounds like I’m really fucking good, but 
when I take it off it’s like, ‘Click, click, click!’ 

Most people try to be a really good vocalist or 
a really good guitar player,” he continues, “and 
I’ve always prided myself on being a little bit of 
both, but not that great at either!" 

However he chooses to address his musical 
i skill, the textured sound of Angels & Airwaves 
is a long way from Blink-182’s relatively simple 
frat-boy anthems like All The Small Things and 
First Date... “I make these guys listen to that 
stuff!” says DeLonge surprisingly. "All The Small 
Things is on repeat, constantly. Even back then 
I was obsessed with the idea of songwriting. I 
loved where I was and I love where I am now. 
Every record that I’ve been a part of - all the 
way up to the one we’ve just finished - has got 
better and better.” 

Which brings us to the new album, 1-Empire: 
“The record’s fucking good,” DeLonge affirms 
energetically. “It’s a big rock record!” But then 
he would say that. When Angels’ debut album, 

We Don't Need To Whisper, came out last year, 
Tom was quoted as saying that it was the best 
album anyone had heard in the last 20 years. 

Did he really say that? “Yes, but I wasn’t being 
totally serious!” he sniggers. “Art is subjective: if 
you came out and said that the colour yellow is

the best colour there is, people would get all 
angry and say, ‘You can’t say that!’ People 
get so mad and they debate it. To us it 
was a big game! There’s a huge amount 
of confidence in this band, but of course 
I can’t seriously come out and say that 
we’re the best. How do you say that about 
art?” Kennedy chips in: “A lot of it’s tongue- 
in-cheek, but that doesn’t always translate.” 

“The one thing I can say without a 
shadow of a doubt,” adds DeLonge, “is 
that it [his statement] gets people talking. 
Whether people are angry, or they believe 
it, or they wanna believe it but they know 
there’s no way it could possibly be true, 
there’s something to talk about. Half of being 
in a band is understanding the game and how 
it works. The sensationalism is half the fun!” 

DeLonge and Kennedy’s enthusiasm for 
the new album doesn’t stop at the music; the 
guys also rave about the guitars they used on 
it: ‘‘We both play 
Gibson ES-333s with 
semi-hollow bodies,” 
says DeLonge, “and I 
have my own Gibson 
model. It’s got one 
pickup and one

knob - you just turn it on and go. The pickup 
on my guitar is called a ‘Dirty Fingers’, which is 
a famous old humbucker [invented by Gibson in 
1957). As for our amps, we bypass the speaker 
cabinets - they’re only there for effect because it 
feels weird to turn around and not have speaker 
cabinets! We use Palmer DI boxes, where you 
plug your signal path directly into the PA so that 
you can skip the mic-ing process and you get the 
sound you want straight away.” 

When it comes to effects, it’s clear the Angels 
know their gear: “We have stereophonic delays 
on both guitars and they were causing a lot of 
phasing, so we had to fix it,” says DeLonge, with 
an air of expertise. “If you use a single pedal it 
sounds fine, but if you use a string of pedals it 
ruins your signal path and there’s no consistency 
from night to night, so we use one TC Electronics 
G-Force effects processor that does it all digitally. 

“We’ve got maybe 10 or 15 guitars in the studio, 
and when you add that up with what we take 
on tour, we probably have 30 or 40 guitars lying 
around," reckons DeLonge. “It’s more because we 
have duplicates of the same guitar, but it’s a lot of 
guitars, and because David and I grew up with no 
money it seems like a hell of a lot!” 

“The only guitars I own are ones that I will 
personally use,” explains Kennedy. “I don’t like 
having a lot of things. Tom thinks it’s a personal 
commitment issue with me - like committing to 
girls! I feel the weight of this stuff, so if I don’t 
use it I don’t want it. I’m quite sentimental about 
the ones I keep, though. I name them: there’s 
Denise, Betty and Ginger, who’s my mom...” 

“And that’s the only one he’s actually had sex 
with!” quips DeLonge. Ah, the patented Take 
Off Your Pants And Jacket frat-boy humour is 
still present and correct. Don’t worry, Angels & 
Airwaves aren’t all grown up just yet... ©

pare a thought for the replacement 
[ guitarists of this world. Hastily 

drafted into the line-up to fill the 
shoes of a much-loved founder 
member, these hapless souls spend 
* their lives laughing at in-jokes they 

don’t understand, sitting in dogged silence while 
the band are interviewed on T4, and suffocating 
their muse by aping what the departed axeman 
did. Nobody really notices they’re there... 

On the days leading up to TG’s interview 
with Hot Hot Heat, it’s hard to ignore evidence 
that Luke Paquin is the latest example. Lest we 
forget, the 29-year-old guitarist arrived in the fold 
when, following 2005’s Elevator , Dante DeCaro 
made good on his promise to leave. Unlike 
singer Steve Bays, 


third album from Hot Hot Heat frankly pisses 
over the last two. Yes, this is partly down to the 
erudite lyrics and stone-dead songwriting, but it’s 
equally due to Paquin’s widescreen guitar licks, 
which make this quirky little synth-rock outfit 
suddenly sound unstoppable - especially on 
tracks like lead single Let Me In and the Killers- 
but-better Harmonicas & Tambourines. 

Hawthorne is a sparky interviewee who 
bigs up the new album, enthuses about 80s 
influences like New Order, and reminds us how 
the band formed amongst the “shitty” music 
scene of post-millennium British Columbia. But 
what really resonates is how highly he rates 
Paquin. “I love Dante, but it seems like he was 
never in the band. Luke stepped in and it was 
like he was an original member. Because of him, 
this album is more rocking and more pissed off. 
And he’s a lot more sarcastic. Fuck, yeah.” 

He’s not kidding. If Paquin has made Hot 
Hot Heat better, then a minute in his sardonic 
company reveals he’s also made them infinitely 
cooler. “They treat me better these days,” 
the guitarist deadpans as TG asks about the 
‘bedding-in’ process. “When I joined, I was told 
by Steve’s bodyguard not to look him directly in 
the eye. It took a year of touring before l earned 
my wings." 

It’s almost like Dante DeCaro never even 
existed, we tell him. 

“Well, I thought he was great,” Paquin shrugs. 
“I was an enormous fan of the group. I was 
living in San Francisco when the first record 
[2002’s Make Up The Breakdown] came out, and

bassist Dustin Hawthorne 
| and drummer Paul Hawley (all old friends from 
J British Columbia, Canada), Paquin was from LA, 
and only credited as a touring member. Most 
ominous, the band’s management asked TG to

supplement our interview with Luke by speaking 
to founder member Hawthorne. 

Still, there was one piece of evidence to the 
contrary. And it’s called Happiness Ltd. The 
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Luke Paquin: put 
the‘rock’ back 
into synth-rock 


every club was playing Talk To Me, Dance With 
’ Me. To be honest, I thought my punk rock days 
were behind me. 1 was sitting on a stool playing 
little folk songs with my girlfriend when I met 
them, and we ended up drinking beer all night 
in LA and talking about The Kinks. I thought I 
was done with the electric guitar, but then we 
started playing together and [the connection] 
was just undeniable.” 

Of course, there’s a major obstacle to any 
guitarist who plays in Hot Hot Heat. Namely, 
it’s Steve Bays’ keyboard, which has traditionally 
hogged the best melodies and seen the band 
dubbed ‘synth-rockers’ by the music press 


(including us). Perhaps the best thing about 
Luke’s arrival in the band is that suddenly his 
Fender Telecaster is on a level pegging with the 
infamous keys. “When this band first started, 
there wasn’t even a guitar in the line-up,” he 
grins, “and 1 suppose we’ll always be considered 
a keyboard band. But I think Happiness Ltd is 
a guitar-rock album, more than anything Hot 
Hot Heat have ever done. I’ve always been into 
60s rock bands like Free and Ten Years After 
- not Joy Division and New Order, like them 
(the rest of the band). Besides, Steve’s keyboard 
is stationary, so 1 can step forward if I’m ever 
feeling shown up. 

“There’s even a couple of solos,” he adds, 
“although, to be honest, I’ve never been 
impressed by virtuosity. My favourite guitarists 
are guys like Keith Richards and Robbie 
Robertson. Anyone can sit in a room for days 
and figure out how to play Freebird... I’m more 
concerned with the person who wrote Freebird 
in the first place. I don’t think I’ve done much 
Steve Vai stuff on this record.” 

On Happiness Ltd, Paquin has done something 
far better than that: he’s strapped classic rock 
balls to the New Wave sensibilities of his 
bandmates and raised the temperature of a band 
that seemed to be going off the boil. 

"We never set out to make this album sound 
a particular way,” he concludes. "But I do 
think we have more of a swagger now. Some 
people might think that’s a good thing. Some 
might think it’s a bad thing. We’ll just see what 
happens, won’t we?"

Definitely the most reminiscent of Jimmy Eat 
World’s last album, Futures , this song shares 
the same gentle but persistent strumming as it 
builds in intensity. “I can see that - it’s all us!” 


rizona’s Jimmy Eat World aren’t 
known for their exuberance, but 
according to singer/guitarist Jim 
Adkins, their latest album Chase 
This Light sees them in a more 
*• positive place: “It’s about trying to 
find new ways to discover life. It’s exciting and 
you should feel good about that.” 

Chase This Light was recorded at the band’s 
own rehearsal place, a non-traditional setup that 
has allowed the band to focus on the music 
instead of “geeking out about the sound”. “Most 
bands have all this super vintage stuff,” Adkins 
points out, “but everything I use on this record 
is brand new, like the Vox AC30 reissue and my 
prototype Fender, which is kind of a Les Paul/ 
Slimline Tele hybrid.” 

So, has all this shiny gear given Jimmy Eat 
I World a fresh, new sound? TG finds out in Jim’s 
I breakdown of the band’s sixth album...

Ml “It’s a hopeful song from a really unhopeful 
place,” say Adkins. “It’s about someone who’s 
washed up and daydreaming but still holding 
on to hope of a life that currently isn’t theirs.” 
Despite the loser-anthem theme, the first single 
from the album manages to achieve a driving 
and upbeat sound, with a gorgeously uplifting 
chorus: “You can hear on the record that we 
were excited at the time,” says Jim. “That lends 
itself to the song feeling more positive.” 


Jim Adkins: brand- 
new gear helped 
shape his sound 
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"SOMETIMES A SONG WILL GET PUT

I Feeling Lucky 

This track is another of the loser anthems 
that we all know and love Jimmy Eat 
World for...

‘Sucked that lucky feeling right out of 
I me’, isn’t about anyone in particular, it’s just a 
comment on life in general.” 

Here It Goes 

We take a trip into 80s pop territory here. ‘‘This 
is probably one of the most fun-sounding songs 
we’ve ever done. I don’t really listen to a lot 
of that style of music, but we were definitely 
influenced by it as we grew up. I don’t know 
where exactly it came from - we listen to so 
many different records it’s hard to say that there 
was one particular thing that was an influence 
- it’s just about creative independence.” 

Chase This Light 

Twinkling chords and epic sounds mean the 
album’s title track has ‘second single’ written 
all over it. It’s about what Jim refers to as a 
discovery event: “You go through your day and 
you’re not aware of it most of the time, but 
sometimes you just come across these special 
I moments.” And Chase This Light is one of them. 

I Firefight 

Almost Smashing Pumpkins-esque in sound, 
Firefight is pounding and dramatic, mirroring its 
themes. “When you’re younger, everything is a 
big deal, and this song is glorifying that. There’s 
something special about being melodramatic and 
blindly naive about stuff.” 

| Dizzy 

“Sometimes when we’re writing we’ll start with 
I the structure of the song, then the band go 
through an editing process and the song might 
take on different arrangements. Dizzy is one 
song that went through many arrangements and 
took on many forms, which sounds funny to say 
because it’s such a straightforward tune.” ^

i expert opinion? The one 
and only Butch Vig... 

I "I guess you could call Butch 
Vig’s rote in Chase This Light 
that of executive producer. You 
can definitely get into a bad 
place when you’re so invested 
in a project; you can’t tell if your 
objectivity is compromised a 
little bit because of how much 
you get into it. Working with 
him was awesome. Just the fact 
that he wanted to take on the 
project was a big confidence 
| booster. For a guy who’s worked 
on such influential records [such 
as Nirvana’s Nevermind and 
Smashing Pumpkins’ Siamese 
Dream ] before, he didn’t have 
a lot of ego. He was really 
professional and respected 
where we saw the songs going. 
He wasn’t there to make his 
record - he was there to help us 
make ours." 


Adkins laughs. “It’s kind of a bummer song 
about resignation to being less than what you’re 
capable of, and the kind of thoughts that go 
into justifying that to yourself and trying to save 
some sort of dignity in an undignified life.” 

| Like She'll Always Be 

“I’m really happy with how Always Be turned 
I out,” Adkins declares proudly. "The songwriting 
process changes song by song, but with this 
one everything just came easily and everything 
worked.” Sombre and brooding, Like She’ll 
Always Be is about one person being taken 
advantage of in a co-dependent relationship 
and demonstrates Jimmy Eat World’s trademark 
bittersweet but compelling guitar harmonies. 

| Carry You 

“Some of the stuff on this album has its origins 
| in things from seven years ago,” Jim explains. 

"We don’t censor ourselves when we we’re 
I working on new material - it’s about fleshing 
out an idea. Sometimes a song will get to that 
stage and it gets put on the back burner, but we 
might go back and cannibalise a part of it and 
put it into a new song. Carry You is probably the | 
best example of that.” 

Electable (Give It Up) 

This is where Jimmy kick some ass! And it’s 
the American government on the receiving end. 
Electable (Give It Up) is punky and powerful, 
as the band vent their grievances through their 
instruments. “It’s about frustration with the lack 
of intelligent political discourse in America right 
now,” muses Adkins. “It’s got an anthemic, 

| pump your fist and yell kind of feeling! ” 

Gotta Be Somebody's Blues 

“That’s a totally different style song for us in 
a weird way,” Adkins says. “It’s about apathy, 
kind of on the same lines as Electable but less 
about external things and more about where 
contentment can lead to, when non-action is an 
action in itself.”

B ack in the 60s, when all was 
peace and love and flower- 
power ruled, guitar playing 
was given a huge kick in the 
ass by innovators such as Jimi Hendrix, 
Jimmy Page and Eric Clapton. The 
excesses of the era doubtless had an 
influence as guitar players stretched 
the boundaries of the sonic palette 


with effects units built using relatively 
crude technology. Experimentation 
was the key, so if you’ve never tried 
using a slide, a wah-wah pedal and 
a delay simultaneously (preferably 
through a cranked Marshall stack), 
now’s your chance. These tracks are 
quite long so there’s plenty of time for 
tastefully stomping on any effects.

Try using the Em pentatonic, E blues scale and the Dorian mode (E F# G A B C# D) over the heavy riff. When you hit the B5 chord use the Bm pentatonic or, if you feel 
adventurous, the Phrygian Dominant mode (B C D# E F# G A). When the feel changes from the slow 12/8 into a rocking 4/4, E natural minor works over all the chords. 



Slow blues tunes featured heavily in the 60s and this is in a minor key to add drama. Cm blues or the natural minor scale work over all of the Cm7 and Fm chords, but 
at the be ready to switch to A, mixolydian (A, B, C D, Ei, F G,). Try to emphasise the B naturals on the G7 chords before going back to your choice of scale over Cm. 



This track has a gentle acoustic feel to begin with before building up to a rock-out, so be sensitive and respond to the backing. Use the C major and major pentatonic 
scales throughout, except over the D chords, when D mixolydian works. The only difference between the C scale and D mixolydian is the F, which goes up to an F#.

What is tab?

A nyone aspiring to Machine 
Head’s heavy rifting 
standard needs to consider 
a few factors before 
attempting this track. To achieve 
maximum picking efficiency and give 
your sound more confidence and 
control, you need to tuck your picking 
hand fingers in towards your palm 
(rather than flexing them straight 
out), because this is the most relaxed 
position for your hand. 

As you lay your palm across the 
strings, make sure that the side of 
your hand is pretty much parallel to 
the bridge, which will give you more 
control to mute any of the strings 
at any time. Your picking movement 
should come from your wrist - try not 
to use your elbow, because your arm 
will soon cramp up. Use the inherent 


weight of your hand to let the pick 
drop onto the string, exerting the bare 
minimum of force. 

If you feel any discomfort when 
playing, it’s usually because you’re 
practising too fast and tensing up. Try 
using a metronome and increase the 
tempo gradually.

T he Who’s first hit single burst 
into the UK charts in 1965, 
marking the beginning of a 
string of high-octane hits that 
preceded punk by a decade. This track 
contains only five chords, but don’t 
dismiss it as a doddle... 

The chords of the riff must be kept 
tight and punchy. Allowing them to 
ring onto beats 2 and 4 will lessen the 
impact of the back-beat snare drum. 
When you’re playing along to the 
backing track, make sure you can hear 
the snare clearly. If you can’t you’ll 
need to mute the chords quicker. Bring 
the palm of your strumming hand 
swiftly into contact with the strings as 
soon as you’ve played the chord. 

The original recording features 
a Rickenbacker 12-string electric, 


which is most noticeable in the solo 
sections. However, there is plenty of 
video footage around showing Pete 
Townshend playing this live from the 
70s onwards on a Les Paul or Strat, so 
you should still make a good attempt 
whatever your axe.

N o-one could accuse the 
Ramones of writing overly 
complex songs, but 53rd & 
3rd takes some beating in 
the simplicity stakes. The whole song 
can be summarised in just five riffs, 
spread over 13 bars, making up one of 
the most energetic offerings from New 
York’s beloved punk sons. 

53rd & 3rd comes from the band’s 
1976 self-titled debut, recorded 
on a shoe-string budget and with 
little time to spare, so the sound is 
understandably raw. Guitarist Johnny 
Ramone plays just one guitar using 
predominantly open position chords. 

Unlike the punks (past and present) 
he inspired, Johnny almost strums 
the chords with alternate picking like 
an acoustic guitar, as opposed to 
thrashing them out with downstrokes. 


There’s no solo or overdubs in this 
track either - this is guitar playing at 
it's most straightforward, which means 
there’s no need for you to concern 
yourself with sounding the chords 
exactly as written because Johnny 
varies the parts spontaneously each 
time he plays them.

T he Ruts never quite 

reached the heights of their 
contemporaries the Sex 
Pistols or The Clash, but they 
wrote some of the most powerful 
and intelligent punk rock in their late 
70s/early 80s heyday. However, as 
Gallows release a reworking of The 
Ruts’ Staring At The Rude Bois their 
overlooked status may well change... 

Gallows have made few changes to 
the main structure of the original, even 
keeping the simple two-bar repeat 
solo. There’s a 21st century twist 
though, with the inclusion of rapper 
Lethal Bizzle, who was enraptured by 
their performances in the USA. 

Guitarists Laurent Barnard and 
Steph Carter use drop D tuning, for 
heavier chords in the bridge riff. Steph 


plays the main riffs and solo. The 
riffs require tight, often palm-muted, 
downstrokes, so that you don’t hit all 
the strings at once. Only play the two- 
string chords as written, but keep your 
forearm relaxed to avoid tension and 
pain building up.

T he Max Cavalera and Andreas 
Kisser guitar team had their 
own magic when it came 
to performing and writing 
thrash riffs, as can be witnessed on 
this, the opening track of Sepultura’s 
breakthrough 1993 release Chaos AD. 

Pulling off a song like this 
convincingly relies on having just the 
right combination of technique and 
outright aggression. Don’t mistake 
the latter for brute strength, however 
- you should be able to stay relaxed 
enough to get through an entire gig 
without your picking arm dying. 

The key to this is hand positioning. 
Place the side of your palm at right 
angles to the strings and rest it on 
the bridge. Move from the wrist - not 
the elbow - to avoid tension creeping 
into your arm. Your pick angle should 


be roughly 30 degrees to the string, 
to allow it to slice through upon each 
pick stroke and create a nice angry 
tone. For that true Cavalera feel try 
removing your first and second strings 
for the heavy riffing sections just like 
Max, but make sure you have spare 
strings first!

Video Lesson: minor pentatonic scale 

Add variation to your licks by extending the scale 



M ost notes can be played 
in several positions on the 
guitar, which means that 
all of the scales can be 
played in different positions, too. It’s 
easy to get bored of the first position 
of the minor pentatonic, so many 
guitarists start learning the other four 
positions to add more to their licks. 
This variation can really open up your 
playing, but if you’re fairly new to the 
guitar all this information can get 
confusing and actually make your 
playing worse. 

To get around this, we’ve got a 
couple of extra options for you to try 
out that should make this process 
easier to digest. Example 1 below 
shows how you can add a few extra 
notes without confusing yourself, while 
Example 2 shows you how you can 
use them with the standard minor 
pentatonic position. ■

1. Staccato explained 

I I’ve been trying to play some tunes by Bob Marley and my 
mate told me that I should be playing some of the chords 
I ‘staccato’. What does this mean? I want to do the reggae 
legend justice, so please help me out!

I Staccato means 'short and 
detached', so the notes you 
play need to be shorter than 
their notated time values. However, 
you shouldn’t change the position of 
the notes in the bar. Example 3, bar 
1 below shows a G chord played on 
beats 1 and 3 of the bar, with rests 
on beats 2 and 4. The dots over the 
noteheads tell you to play staccato. 
Bar 2 suggests how this might sound. 
The chords are still played on beats 
1 and 3 but now they’re shortened 


EXAMPLE 3: Staccato notation 


and more rests take up 
the new free space. More 
rests make the bar 
harder to read, so it’s 
more straightforward 
to notate this as 
shown in bar 1. The 
extent and ‘feel’ 
of the staccato 
effect (the actual 
note length) is

Don't leave home 
without'em! 
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It’s simpler to notate a staccato instruction than to change note lengths and add new rests. 



2. Finger tips 

I'm quite good at 
playing chords but 
whenever I play a 
D chord most of the strings 
mute out. Is there a way to 
improve this chord or is it just 
a matter of practising more? 
Dave Croft, Brixham 

When you play a D 
chord, make sure 
you touch the strings 
with your fingertips and 
resist the temptation to use 
the pads of your fingers (the 
bits where your fingerprints 
come from). Your fingertips 
will cover a much smaller 
surface area than your pads, 
so if you fret a note with your 
finger angled incorrectly, 
you’ll end up muting 
adjacent strings with the pad 
of your finger. Try adjusting 
the position of your fret hand 
forward of the fretboard 
to allow your fingers to 
get to the neck in this way. 
Your fingertips need to be 
positioned immediately 
behind the fret, without 
touching the fret itself. This 
will prevent string buzz. 


3. Get a grip 

Hey TG. I keep 
dropping my picks, 
especially when I'm 
playing up-tempo pieces with 
lots of fast downstrokes. Am 
I holding it wrong or do most 
players often drop their picks? 
Viv Wilmot, Edinburgh 

The key to a good 
pick technique 
is not to grip too 
firmly. Ideally, you should 
use a grip where the weight 
of your finger and thumb 
against each other holds 
the pick in place. If you find 
yourself using a lot of hand 
strength to squeeze the 
pick, the muscles you’re 
using will eventually want 
to relax - which is when you 
drop the pick. Ease up your 
grip and you should see an 
improvement in this, a 



4. Slippy slides 

Although my soloing 
has been improving 
I a great deal lately 
- thanks to TG! -1 find that 
whenever I play a really long 
slide up a single string I tend 
to overshoot the actual note 
I’m trying to reach. Is there 
anything straightforward that 
I can do to stop this from 
happening any more?

Long slides up the 
neck are inevitably 
tricky to play, and 
overshooting the target 
note happens when you find 
yourself having to play the 
slide faster than you’re able 
to. This can be because the 
slide is just really long - or 
because the lick before the 
slide is difficult to play, so 
you end up rushing into the 
slide. Where possible, look 
at the target note before 
you play the slide so that 
you’re well prepared - you’ll 
need to watch your finger as 
it executes the slide while 
keeping an eye on the target 
note at the same time.

Known for his smoothness, Marty shows you how to use 
vibrato to give your licks some real depth 



ibrato is a really underrated 
aspect of guitar playing. 
With good vibrato, you can 
make a two-note lick sound 
epic. However, perform a bad vibrato 
and you risk sounding like a bleating 
sheep! in this month’s TG Video 
Lesson, Marty shows you how to hold 


a note steady before adding vibrato. 
Marty’s vibrato is very smooth so you 
need control to emulate his sound. 

The key to getting this technique 
right lies in your fret-hand position. 
When you bend the string, your fingers 
shouldn’t push. Lock your fingers in 
place with your thumb just over the 


neck, and gently rotate your wrist to 
push through the string bend. Your 
wrist is a lot stronger than your fingers, 
giving you control to make the vibrato 
sound the way you want. Use your 
wrist to control how wide and fast 
you play your vibrato. ■ For more 
information visit www.martyfriedman. 



EXAMPLE 1: semitone release vibrato ON YOUR TG CD 
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Notice that Marty bends up by a tone in bar 1, but only releases by a semitone in bar 2. This is a different, more subtle approach that needs a lot of control to 
maintain the strict rhythm of the vibrato.

In bar 2 there is a gradual bend from F to F#, so be careful not to bend the string too quickly. In this case Marty’s gradual bends work really well.

ou won’t be disappointed 
with this month’s offering. 
Once again John 5 dispenses 
with the pick, but you can 
use yours if you prefer. If you do 
choose to stick with your pick, use 
downstrokes on the notes he plays 
with his thumb and use your middle 
finger where he uses his index. As 


usual, timing is everything. If the notes 
are unevenly spaced you'll lose the 
pulse. Concentrate on the high notes 
and make sure they’re on the beat to 
help keep the rhythm steady. 

For the Jerry Donahue inspired 
bends, John 5 uses the third finger on 
his fret hand, although you could use 
any except your fourth. Bend the third 


string cleanly, taking care not to push 
the second string at the same time. 
Keep the third string ringing, fret the 
second string, then as you pick the 
second string, smoothly return your 
finger to it’s original position. The third 
string bends down while the second

A lex Skolnick is known for 
his jazz trio these days, 
but he started out as the 
fret-melting guitarist for 
Bay Area thrash legends Testament. 

If you want to make your rock playing 
stand up and shout or if you want to 
learn true jazz, Alex’s ideas will help 


you out. This month, he shows how 
to add modal notes to the E minor 
pentatonic scale. 

Modes can be scary, but Alex makes 
the Dorian mode a lot less daunting 
by relating it to the friendly E minor 
pentatonic scale - there are just two 
extra notes to add. By mixing up the 


E Dorian and the E minor pentatonic 
scales, you’ve got a new set of tonal 
colours to play with and you’re still 
covering familiar ground. Play through 
the scales as an exercise first then 
start messing around and finding your

Billy Gibbons 


Proud owner of one of the biggest 
beards in rock, ZZ Top's guitarist 
represents the Texas Blues sound... 



Billy Gibbons: winner 
of TG’s Beard of the 
Year award... 


B illy Gibbons was born in 
Houston, Texas in 1949, 
and his first exposure to 
blues music came from the 
Afro-Caribbean maid in his suburban 
household. Elvis, Little Richard and 
Jimmy Reed also played their part in 
Billy’s love of blues and in 1963 he got 
a Gibson Melody Maker and Fender 
Champ amp for Christmas. 

Emulating his heroes, he formed a 
succession of local bands, playing the 
local circuit, and even supporting Jimi 
Hendrix on one occasion. By 1969, 


Billy had met and formed ZZ Top 
with Dusty Hill and Frank Beard (the 
only member without a beard!) and 
in 1975 they had a hit with Tush, still 
a favourite live anthem. Their biggest 
success would follow in the mid 80s, 
when they combined the precision of 
electronic sounds with their down- 
home boogie. 

Renowned as something of a 
guitar collector, Billy is most famously 
associated with a ’59 Gibson Les 
Paul he calls ’Miss Pearly Gates’. Like 
Billy, you should use a lot of midrange 


and not too much treble. Some of 
the attack comes from the fact that 
he uses a serrated peso or cent as 
a pick (not recommended for the 
heavy-handed or the obsessive guitar 
polisher). He’s fond of staccato pinch 
harmonics, but these are generated 
in a fairly random fashion, rather than 
the measured precision of someone 
like Eric Johnson. Use the bridge 
pickup and enough distortion to 
‘saturate’ the tone, without being fizzy. 
A small amount of plate reverb was 
added in the mix. RICHARD BARRETT

This example makes much more of a feature of the staccato pinch harmonics. It also uses some bluesy doublestops, some of which are bent a quarter tone to sound 
even more authentic. This also demonstrates how a solo can take centre stage without having to be played at the dog-bothering top end of the fretboard.

Leaving these major second interval notes to ring together is both a trademark of Gibbons’ style and reminiscent of the first generation of bluesmen like John Lee 
Hooker. You should then move away to a more pentatonic pattern, featuring some rock ’n’ roll style doublestops. 



More of those doublestops give way here to a controlled descent down the C blues scale. Although none of the notes here are marked staccato, try varying between 
ringing and ‘clipped’ sounds to create a more musical effect.

The riff 


Possibly the most important part of any song, the riff is the bit 
that drives your music and gets people listening,.. 


i 



T rockschool 


he riff is the catchy musical 
phrase that drives a piece 
of music with a solid and 
distinctive feel. Listen to Led 
Zeppelin’s Whole Lotta Love or Back In 
Black by AC/DC and you'll hear some 
classic and instantly recognisable riffs! 

Gotta Lotta Rosa's single-note riff 
is built upon a repeating A minor 
pentatonic theme and driving eighth 
note rhythms, played entirely in open 


position (the open strings and any 
note up to the fourth fret). This means 
that the riff can be played with two 
fretting fingers: either your first and 
second or your second and third. Avoid 
the temptation to play it with only 
your first finger because this can mean 
a lot of unnecessary moving around, 
which can lead to unwanted slips. 

The riff is made up of mostly A and 
D notes on the open fifth and fourth 


strings. Bars 1.3, 5 and 6 share the 
same rhythm, but bar 6 uses different 
notes from the other bars. 

Practise each bar one at a time 
to get used to the rhythm changes. 
When you're confident with this 
section, play along with the backing 
track on the TG CD - this will help 
improve your timing. You can then add 
these bars to the ones you've learned 
in previous Rockschool lessons.

You’ll 
also be expected to have knowledge 
of the basic mechanism and anatomy 
of the guitar, including the action, 
marker dots, the nut, saddle and 
machineheads (see photos below).

stack, legs akimbo with 
a sick grin on our faces. Shame 
then that we don’t have the 
money to buy one - or the space 
to keep it in. Or do we? Krank’s 
new Rev Jr micro-stack (a head 
and two cabs) packs all the 
features of a full stack into a 
unit that is neither as chunky 
nor as pricey as your average 
wall o’ speakers. Sounds like the 
solution we’ve been looking for. 

The sizzle: Krank’s Rev Series 
One heads and cabs are freakin’ 
amazing, but it doesn’t take a 
market research team to realise 
that most punters don’t have 
the cash to buy them, the space 
to keep them, or the crowds 
to justify their bloated power 
output. That’s where the Rev Jr 
comes in... 

Krank reckons this scaled- 
down 20-watter is “geared to the 


professional practice or small 
gig environment", adding that 
"whether you’re recording at the 
studio, tearing it up at the club 
or simply getting that killer tube 
tone when practising in your 
living room, the Rev Jr delivers". 

Krank has backed up the hot 
air with a king-size spec. The 
head has two 5881 and three 
12AX7 valves, dual ‘Kleen’ and 
‘Krank’ channels, an active FX 
loop and full EQ, while each 1x12 
cab offers the same poplar build 
and Eminence loudspeaker as 
the big boys. 

We say: A sniff around the web 
suggests most dealers are asking 
the full £800 if you want both 
cabs. While cheaper than a full 
stack, TG was relieved when 
the Krank turned in a monster 
performance. A 20-watt output 
might sound small if you’re 
talking about a solid-stater, but 
it translates into enormous grunt 
with this valve-powered beast, 



and TG couldn’t even get the 
volume halfway without wanting 
to be sick. Fortunately, you can 
drive the preamp for optimum 
tone, then drop the overall 
output for convenience. 

There aren’t a lot of buttons 
to play with, but harder rockers 
and metallers should be knocked 
out by the depth, aggression and 
response of the Krank channel 
- and pleasantly surprised by the 
glassy balance of the Kleen. Plus, 
boosting the gain with the active 
FX button sends this amp as 
mental as anything we’ve heard 
this year. So there you go - a 
whole micro-stack of reasons to 
investigate the Rev Jr. Krank it up.

The new Encore E99 is further proof that you needn't crash through 
the £200 barrier to bag a serious electric guitar. But did it give these 
other workhorses a good shoeing? TG's Group Test finds out...

Bag a bargain... 

As you’ll see from the contenders 
in this Group Test, what should be 
on your checklist is open to debate. 
Some players will feel an affinity 
with the semi-hollow contours of the 
First Act Delia (£149); others will be 
seduced by the mental styling and 
metal credentials of the BC Rich VG1 
at £150. If you’re a fan of vintage rock 
’n’ roll, the box-fresh £119 Encore 
Blaster Series E99 might reel you in, 
but if you favour a cutaway bruiser, 


Hofner’s £199 Colorama could be the 
one. The point is, whatever style of 
guitar floats your boat, you want it 
to be well built (constructed, that is, 
not muscular), playable enough to let 
your technique blossom, and capable 
of dishing the dirt to a professional 
standard when you start gigging. 

In 2007, these are not 
unreasonable criteria, and we’re 
hopeful that all four of these sub- 
£200 beauties should meet them. 
After all, these models are made by 
respected manufacturers, and they all 
promise to delight the guitarist who’s 
lying in the gutter but looking at the 
stars. Still, seeing as you can only 
afford one, TG made it our duty to 
decide which it should be...

already rules the entry- 
level, but it’s raised its 
game with the new 
Blaster Series, commissioning 
designer Trev Wilkinson to 
upgrade the spec, but not 
charging you for his time. 

The sizzle: It might be the new 
boy, but Encore has armed the 
E99 to make sure it doesn’t get 
bullied. Following the format of 
the model it kinda resembles but 
with cheaper materials, you’ve 
got a thick basswood body and 



a wuton top, plus a pair of Trev’s 
highly respected Guitar Tech 
humbuckers at the neck and at 
the bridge. 

We say: Somebody buy Trevor 
Wilkinson a pint. Working to a 


budget that undercuts this Group 
Test’s upper limit by £81, he’s 
come up with a hard-rock guitar 
that looks the business, weighs 
a ton, has been built with decent 
attention to detail, and will have 
Jimmy Page sniffing around 
when he sees it. OK, maybe not... 

Not everyone will like the 
mighty body mass and palm¬ 
filling neck profile. But then again 
they’d be crazy not to appreciate 
how these translate into smooth, 
singing sustain when you plug in, 
and certifiable not to agree that 
the overdriven growl of the Guitar 


Tech humbuckers is indicative of 
a far more expensive guitar. 

If we have one niggle with 
Encore’s Blaster Series guitar, 
it’s that - despite generally solid 
hardware - there was a bit of 
difficulty keeping the E99 in tune 
when you’re bending the strings 
£ la Gary Moore. But that didn’t 
stop us having a blast.

ince 1972, the mentalists 
over at BC Rich have 
supplied the artillery to 
everyone from Kerry King 
to Slash. You’ll pay big bucks 
for a US model, but Chinese 
equivalents like the VG1 won’t 
scare anyone’s wallet. 

The sizzle: The Virgin might 
not be the most famous shape, 
but metallers will recognise BC 
Rich as the biggest name in 
this Group Test. That gave the 
VG1 a psychological advantage, 



and it’s backed up with tangible 
spec highlights that include 
a meaty agathis body, bolted 
maple neck and the same BDSM 
humbuckers that we’ve found on 
models at twice the price. 


We say: Our reason for crowning 
the VG1 the Group Test winner 
is not just because it looks so 
cool (although that is a factor in 
the entry-level sector). No, we’re 
dishing out the accolade for the 
simple reason that when you 
strap on this beast, it doesn’t feel 
like a compromise. 

Physically, it’s an absolute 
belter, with the neck playing 
as fast as you can right up to 
the 24th fret - there’s only the 
low bout’s habit of skewering 
your thigh to detract from 


this. Tonally, it scored again 
- the ’buckers supply a versatile 
tone that gobbles up detuned 
chugging, relays every nuance 
of a flashy solo, and scrubs up 
nicely on the clean channel. With 
that kind of performance, we 
don’t reckon BC Rich’s VG1 will 
stay a virgin for long...

T he elder statesman 
of the group. Hofner 
has been flying the 
rock ’n’ roll flag for 
Germany since 1887, and though 
the best-known design is Paul 
McCartney’s 500/1 bass, its 
Chinese electrics kick ass, too. 

The sizzle: “It’s the tool for every 
blues guitarist!” reckons Hofner, 
and considering the Colorama 
features twin P90s and a solid 
body made of real mahogany, 
there’s an argument it has the 
most interesting spec of the 



lot. It’s actually based on an old 
Hofner model... “However!” the 
website reminds us, “this is no 
yesterday’s collector's model, 
but designed for the tough live 
performance of today’s guitarist.” 
Bring it on, baby! 


We say: It’s the most expensive 
of the four axes on test by 
50 notes, but you’ll pick the 
Colorama up for less, and won’t 
be complaining once it’s around 
your neck. This electric guitar is a 
meisterwerk that combines a tidy 
build with supreme playability, 
and gave TG a break from the 
humbucker theme with the 
grinding output and jagged bite 
of the P90s. 

Between the bend-friendly 
profile, the luxurious fretboard 
and the surprising level of 
sustain you get from that slim 


body, we’d agree that this 
model would cheer up the 
bluesmen, but it would also rule 
in a hard rock context and will 
even deliver the goods if you 
worship the raggedy-arsed riffs 
of The Libertines. Frankly, only 
the BC Rich stopped it being 
‘Deutschland uber alles ’ in this 
month’s Group Test.

Iready a major player 
in the US, First Act’s 
awesome electrics 
have only recently 
made it past British passport 
control, meaning that the CE530 
Delia will be a real conversation 
piece. But does she rawk? 

The sizzle: Guitars named after 
your aunt are generally bad news 
- but the Delia’s kooky semi¬ 
hollow construction, violin-style 
f-holes and oddball cutaways 
marked it out as perhaps the 



most individual of the bunch. 


First Act reckon she’s “all dressed 
up and ready to go out”, and 
you’d have to agree, with the 
gorgeous finish drawing the 
eye and the twin humbuckers 


ensuring she’ll make her voice 
heard in the lairiest rock club. 

We say: OK, so she won’t do 
it for metallers - the neck ain’t 
fast enough and the semi¬ 
hollow body doesn’t thrive on 
filth - but anyone else should 
seriously consider this axe. We 
loved Delia’s individual looks, 
found moving chords and riffs 
over the neck really comfortable, 
thanked the sweet baby Jesus 
for the comparatively light 
mass and were knocked out by 


the characterful tone of those 
’buckers. Played clean, they 
deliver a stunning warmth that 
brings authenticity to your Byrds 
riffs, while pushing them takes 
you closer to the ragged roar of 
vintage Pete Townshend. If this is 
the benchmark for what First Act 
can do, it’ll get on well in Britain.

Pounding the booze meets playing the blues,.. 


M anufacturers are 
always trying to 
squeeze guitar 
amplifiers into the 
strangest of places. Over the 
years we’ve had amps stuffed 
into guitar cases, petrol cans 
and cigarette packets. And 
companies like Ibanez and 
Pignose have persevered with 
the 'guitar with onboard amp’ 
concept, despite the fact that it’s 
never really caught on. 

So, when TG found out that 
US manufacturer Cactus Tube 
Amps has built an amplifier into 
a beer can and called it the, er. 
’Amp in a Can’, it didn’t surprise 
us all that much. It didn’t half 
make us smile, though. 

The sizzle: According to Cactus, 
the Amp in a Can is "two watts 
of kickass tone in a 24-ounce 
beer can’’. This quirky wee amp 
has a lead/rhythm tone switch, 


interior and exterior LEDs "for 
night time jammin”, and an eight- 
ohm output that can power a 
4x12 cabinet. Cactus reckons 
its Amp in a Can is “the guitar 
player’s best friend’’. But how 
does the keg-style amp perform? 


or low-key rehearsals. Flick the 
switch to the lead setting and 
the volume jumps and it all gets 
a bit nasty. If you like the gnarly 
sounds of The Cramps, Jack 
White and Link Wray, then Amp 
in a Can is the bad boy for you.

We say: Cactus has built its amp 
into a big ass US-size Heineken 
beer can that’s much tougher 
than those crushable jobs you 
find littered around bus stops in 
this country. 

At the top of the can you’ll 
find the speaker; at the bottom 
there’s a battery hatch. Plugging 
in we found the rhythm (or 
clean) tone warmer than we 
expected. Volume is good too 
- more than enough for busking 


At £40 it’s not a cheap round, 
but it’s become our favourite 
tipple for when we need to rock 
on the move. Cheers, y’all!

hen you absolutely 
have to club 
someone to death, 
— — but need to play 
a gig immediately afterwards, 
the BC Rich Warlock is the only 
choice. After 26 years of twists 
on the Warlock design, this latest 
model is called the Revenge, 
suggesting that if TG gives it a 
bad review, it'll hunt us down like 
a dog and make us sorry. Let’s 
hope it doesn’t come to that, eh? 

The sizzle: BC Rich hasn’t 
said much about the Revenge, 
presumably because the only 
real departure is a polar bear 
paint job and a flat top instead 
of the usual bevels. 

Still, it was easy to draw our 
own conclusion on the target 
audience. The Revenge’s £210 
price puts it one rung above the 
stock Warlock (£165), but several 
below the Calibre Warlock 
(£875), and therefore implies the 
patronage of the metaller who 


is starting to play gigs and take 
things more seriously. The spec 
of this beast seems to support 
that as well, offering solid 
- if unspectacular - woods and 
hardware, and packing in two 
angry BDSM humbuckers for our 
playing delectation. 

We say: Guitar hacks might get 
jaded at the glut of Warlocks, 
but judged on its own merits as 
viewed by a young rocker, the 
Revenge is one of hell of a guitar 
for the money you part with. 

Physically, it’s textbook BC 
Rich, meaning that you can fret 
notes and move around the 
neck fast. Tonally, we’re hearing 
a good metal growl, with decent 
sustain and a fantastic sneer at 
the bridge, but not quite as much 
character as you’ll find further up 
the range (and the price scale). 
All told, we liked it - and we’re 
not just saying that so it doesn’t 
come and hurt us...

Keep a dry rag - an old t-shirt will do - in your guitar case or gigbag and make sure you give your 
hardware and fingerboard a wipe down when you've finished playing. This is important! 


Keep your vibrato and pickups clean with a small brush. We use one of those camera lense brushes 
with a built-in blower. Be sure to remove any dead skin (yuck!), hair and loose rust. Let’s move on... 


■ 

Look for seriously worn or rusted parts like saddles, string 
clamps and fine-tuning screws. Bite the bullet and replace 
faulty components before they cause you problems. 


Oil or lightly grease the moving parts on your vibrato. Don’t 
use too much or you’ll end up getting the stuff on your 
hands every time you play.

Jamie, sweaty bugger or not, your 
clammy mitts are the likely cause 
of the damage. We’re always telling 
you lot to clean your guitar after you’re 
done playing - not a full valet, just a wipe of 
the hardware with a dry cloth before you put the 
guitar back in its case or gigbag. Here’s the bad 
news and the good news. You can’t repair the 
damage that’s already done... live with it. The 
good news is you can take steps to stop the rust 
getting worse. Follow the simple steps below and 
you’ll put the squeeze on the guitar acne. 


If you bring your axe in from the cold allow it to acclimatise 
in its case for 30 mins then remove it to check for 
condensation. Wipe off the damp... it causes rust! 


A spot of guitar acne! 

I noticed recently that my Ibanez guitar has 

I developed little pimples - and it’s not even 
a teenager yet! On closer inspection I’ve 
got what looks like tiny rust bubbles breaking out 
all over the chrome finish on the locking vibrato.

I’m worried that the finish will rot away 
completely and I’ll have to replace the hardware. 
What’s caused this? I’ve never considered myself 
a particularly sweaty person so I’m thinking it must 
be something else.

Assault your battery... 


I Hey TG. my guitar has active EMG pickups 
| powered by a single nine-volt battery that 
! I replace every six months. Recently my 
guitar has been cutting out. I don’t think it’s a faulty 
component because none of the controls crackle. 
What should I do? This fault is driving me mad! 
Bob Small, via email 


Bob, it sounds like your guitar’s battery 
might be causing the problem. Did you 
have a special compartment cut into 
your guitar or do you squeeze the battery into 
the existing space in the control cavity? If it’s the 
latter then your battery might be touching the 
guitar’s wiring and making the guitar cut out... 




To be sure, wrap the battery in a piece of foam and keep it in 
place with a rubber band or some plastic masking tape. 



Remove your guitar’s scratchplate and look to see if the 
battery is touching any metal parts. You don’t want that! 


When putting the scratchplate back, be careful not to trap 
the wires. It’s fiddly, but take your time and you’ll do fine.

“What Billie Joe Armstrong does 
might not qualify as virtuosity, and 
if we both got paid by the note, i’d;J<: 
have more wealth than him. But 
what he does is consumable by a 
larger audience. It doesn’t bother 
me that the richest guitarists aren’t 
necessarily Jthe best technical players. 
If they’re rich, it means they’ve 
written something that people enjoy 
so God bless ’em.”

“I tried Guitar Hero when it came out 
and I thought it was kinda cute, but I 
don’t really think it compares.

command over your instrument. To 
be honest though, I’m mediocre at 
Guitar Hero. My kids kick my ass.” 

Competition isn’t healthy 

“I’m repulsed by competition. In the 
front of my mind, I’ve always felt 
inferior to what other people were 
doing on the guitar, yet in the back of 
my mind, I’m fiercely confident. When 
I get into the recesses of my creative 
brain, nobody can touch what I do. 
But I don’t see it as being superior. 

My competition is with myself: to 
push myself to be more unique.” 

The kids are all right 

“When I was young, it felt like 
something was missing if I didn’t 
practise for nine hours each day. But 
as we go through life, our priorities 
change. The moment you have a 
child, there’s suddenly something in 


the world that’s more important. I’ve 
made compensations In my musical 
career and my personal career. It’s a 
difficult balance, and I don’t think I’ll 
ever get it perfect, but my guitar is no 
longer my top priority all the time.” 

It’s not a race 

“I don’t worry about somebody 
coming along who plays faster 
than me; there are already guys 
who can shred me under the table. 
What matters is the notes you play 
and how they affect people. Some 
people think I participate in some 
kind of speed-demon competition, 
but playing fast is just part of the 
language I speak. It’s everyone else 
who has this warped perspective.” 

Enjoy the simple pleasures 

“People hear my music and assume 
I like things complicated, but I’m 
totally for simplicity. I don’t have a 
mobile phone. I rarely answer emails. 
When I go to a computer, I just 
wanna hit the start button. If I can go 
to a restaurant, and there’s only one 
thing on the menu, I’ll be fine.” 

Kind hearts make great art 

“I’m a complex person. I have an 
ego, and I have hidden agendas that 
I don’t even know about, but my 
main desire is to improve myself as a 
person. Everything else you do in life 
is a reflection of the kind of person 
you are, so my goal is to improve 
myself, because if I do that, it’s going 
to reflect in my music.” 

Remember who you are 

“I threw my ego around when I 
worked with David Lee Roth, and 
took full advantage of being a ‘rock 
star’, but I knew fame was transient. 
And sure enough, when I left his 
band, I put it all behind me, got 
serious and started making the music 
I heard in my head. At the end of the 
day, I’m just Steve.”
